Sometimes it's difficult to tell

In 1917, Max produced the first 
life-like animated cartoon, call- 
ing it Out of the Inkwell with Ko- 
Ko the Clown, In later years he 
created Betty Boop (with Bimbo), 
Screen Songs sing-along cartoons 
(follow the bouncing ball), the an- 
imated version of Popeye the 

allor, Color Classics (a series 
of color fairy tales) andtwotech- 
nicolor features, Gulliver's Tra- 
vels and Mr, Bug Goes to Town, 
Despite these credits and the fact 
that his work -- particularly the 
Betty Boop cartoons - 
arousing new interest through 
film festivals on both coasts, Max 
died in relative obscurity, But 
that little ball he invented keeps 
on bouncing! 

Max used a technique of build- 
cartoons around realis- 
tic situations and then tossing in 
heavy doses of the absurd and im- 
possible, In the Out of the Inkwell 
series, Max appeared live in the 
beginning of each cartoon, He'd 
dip his pen into the inkwell and 
draw KOKO on a sheet of pape:
